MURDERED SCHOOLBOY.

The sensationa) trial has concluded at 
Chicago in which Richard Loeb | and 
Nathan Leopold, the nineteen-year-old 
students of Chicago. University, sons of 
two Chicago millionaires, were accused 
of kidnapping and murdering a fourteen- 
year-old schoulhoy, Robert Franks, son 
of a well-known Chicago business man, 
from “whom the uccused were alleged to 
have demanded $10,000" ransom.
